AN ACT 
Regulating the manufacture, sale, or other di 
disposal of 


Sec. 1. Ze it enacted by the Governor and 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Utah: 
That on and after the first Monday of March, 
eighteen hundred and sixty, no person shall be 
permitted to manufacture for sale, or be allow 
ed tosell, barter or otherwise dispose of, any 
spirituous, vinous, or malt liqudrs, without 
first obtaining license therefor, as bereia- 
altert provided, except the proprietors of 
the Hot Spring Brewery in Gian County, 
and those breweries which are now es- 
tablished at Fairtield near Camp Floyd, in 
Cedar County, who shall be entitled to manu- 
facture apd sell at their respective establish- 
ments ale and beer, upon the payment by them 
for a license, not exceeding three hundred dol. 
lars each, per annum, as Shall be determined 
by their respective county courts. 

Sec. 2. The county eourts in their respective 
counties are hereby authorized to grant licen- 
ses, as contemplated in the first section of this 
act, provided always that said courts shall be 
fully satisfied that the applicant or applicants 
wie of good moral character, safe and pruper 
persons to be entrusted with the aforesaid busi- 
ness, and that itis expedient for the public 
good to grant such licenses. 

Sec. 3. Said county courts shall fix the price 
ol any and every such license by them granted, 
and shall require payment for the same inva- 
riably in advance: upun the applicants present- 
ing the county treasurer's receipt for the sum

Nuss. About seventy years ago, some 
men in Massachusetts, then unknown and 
in obscurity, began to make nails by cut- 
ting slices out of old hoops, aud, gripping 
these pieces by a common vice, head 
them with several strokes of the hammer. 
By progressive improvements slitting mills 
were built, and the shears and heading- 
tools were perfected; but still,” says the 
Secretary of the State of Massachusetts, 
from whose report this is taken, much 
labor and expeuse were requisite iu making 
nails.” The first machine ever made for 
cutting nails, it is said, was invented by a 
shop-mate of Eli Whitney’s, called Beo- 
jamin Cochrane. This inventor died at 
Batavia, N. V., in 1846, in a ripe old age. 
His machine cut out the nail without a 
head. Previous to the date of his inven- 
tion (1790), nails had been punched out 
of plates by hand in Connecticut; these 
also had no head. In 1810,the ingenious 
Jacob Perkius and Jonathan Ellis, of 
Massachusetts, erected the first machinery 
for cutting and heading nails at one oper- 
ation. Iu 1792, cut nails were first made 
iu England by machinery, two rollers with 
dies being employed for the purpose. 
One-half the impress was made in each 
roller where they came in contact, the 
blanks were fed iu at the top, and the fin- 
ished nails dropped out below as the steam- 
rollers revolved,
